BOSTON TO BECOME A FORTIFIED PORT. 


Eleven Millions to Be Expended on Bat- 
teries About the Hub. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 1.—[Special. ]—Boston, 
so the War Department has decided, is to be- 
come a fortified port. The plan laid out in- 
volves the expenditure of $11,000,000. The 
principal points of fortification will be 
Nahant, Grover’s Cliff, Deer Island, Long 
Island head, Fort Warren and Nantas- 
ket.

SECOND-CLASS TICKETS WITHDRAWN, 


Owing to Defections the Agreement May 
Not Last Long. 

In accordance with the agreement made a 
week or two ago ‘the Chicago-St. Paul roads 
stopped the sale of second-class tickets from 
St. Paul to Eastern points and hereafter only 
first-class tickets will be sold between Chi- 
cago and St. Paul. Fears are entertained by 
many passenger officials that the agreement 
will not remain effective for any great length 
of time. Under the terms of the agreement 
any, road may withdraw therefroin upon 
giving ten days previous notice. Such notices 
will no doubt be given should it transpire 
that second-class tickets over any of the roads 
are stillon the market. A large number of 
those tickets were in myer ved hands a week 
or two ago, but it was c ed atthe time 
that they would be withdrawn or disposed of 
in some way before Nov. 1.

Ons of the latest arguments made by Tam- 
many against the Republicans in New York 
City is the charge that under the leadership of 
Mr. Platt they prevented the city from getting 
the World’s Fair and allowed Chicago to have 
it.

Tun defective census count of last June will 
have to stand. The population of the United 
States is officially declared to have been then 
about 62,500,000. By this time the same kind 
of a: count would give us 63,000,000, and the 
total will have grown to 64,000,000 by the next 
Fourth of July, the present rate of increase 
being not far from 1,500,000 per annum. That 
is, the miscount has robbed us of just about 
the credit due to one year of growth, and if 
the enumeration of 1900 be correctly per- 
formed the comparison will be made with the 
actual conditions of eleven years previous 
instead of ten. But the cheat in statistics 
does not alter the fact now, nor will it do 80 
then, or at any other time in the future. It is 
a case in which the solvency of the institution 
does not depend upon the accuracy of its 
bookkeeping.

PALMER AGAINST THE DEPENDENT PEN- 
SION LAW AND THE OLD SOLDIERS. 


Last Monday night Gen. Palmer began his 
campaign in this city. Almost the opening 
words of his first speech were: 

Il am here tonight to fulfill a special mission. I 
am here as the candidate for the State of Illinois 
in the Senate of the United States. I come here 
in my own name, but commissioned and named 
by the Democratic party of Illinois. I come not 
to present my own. opinions, but the opinions of 
the great party with which I am identified. 


Therefore, if he is to be trusted, whatever 
opinion he expresses or policies he advocates 
are not his but those of his party. He is its 
embodiment. The topics treated of in this 
first talk were few. He denounced the bill to 
secure fair elections, Reed’s counting a 
quorum, the principle of protection, and 
all the local Republican candidates. He 
warmly indorsed Lawler, Ewing, Van Praag, 
Scales, Daisy Quinn, and the other Demo- 
cratic nominees. But as his campaign here 
has pragressed he has been stimulated by the 
shouts of taxeaters and bummers greedy for 
the spoils. More confident of victory and 
more reckless of consequences, he has become 
less guarded in his utterances and has laid 
down the Democratic policy on other subjects 
than those to which he had previously limited 
himself, 

One of these is the Dependent Pension law. 
In 1888 President Cleveland a bill 
passed by the Democratic House to grant de- 
pendent pensions to those old soldiers who, as 
the result of the hardships they had endured 
during the war, had become unable to support 
themselves, but who, having received no 
bodily wounds and suffering from no ailment 
which it could be proved had been contracted 
while they were in the service, were entitled 
to no relief by existing laws. That bill had 
its defects, doubtless, as most bills have, but 
its motive was a humane anda holy one. It 
was designed to save from the poorhouse, 
and from dependence on poor relations or on 


the cold charity of strangers, men who had 


fought in the battles for the life of the Repub- 
Its failings leaned to virtue's side.“ 

When Gen. John M. Palmer heard what 
President Cleveland had done in killing the 
bill he sent him a dispatch of indorsement 
reading thus: 

Grover Cleveland: Icongratulate you on the 
veto of the Dependent Pension bill. 

Joun M. Pater, 

There is no record that any other ex-Union 
soldier sent a similar disgraceful, inhuman 
message. It is not known that any other man 
who evemwore the patriotic blue felt called 
on to thank Cleveland for an aet which left to 
thousands of disabled veterans no hope of any- 
thing better than the poorhouse and the pot- 
ter’s field. Why should a man who had com- 
manded Illinois troops congratulate President 
Cleveland under such circumstances? 

Palmer rushed to the front with his con- 
gratulatory message. Why? Because he was 
not on friendly terms with the old Union 
soldiers, That unfriendliness began when be 
abandoned them before Atlanta on the eve of 
a great battle, he returning to the ease and 
safety of astation at Louisville, they remaining 
in the field to beat back the desperate assaults 
of Hood's Rebels. That unfriendliness was 
intensified in 1888 when the old soldiers, not 
forgetting his action, refused to. support him 
for Governor. Then it was that he threw 
aside the little Grand Army button, the out- 
ward and visible sign of the old Union soldier. 
He left the Grand Army of the Republic and 
cut loose forever from his old comrades. Under 
the influence of feelings of hatred for the sol- 
diers he sent his congratulatory dispatch to 
Cleveland for knifing the dependent soldiers’ 
bill, 

Speaking not for himself but for his party. 
he defends today that shameful telegram of 

1888. In his speech at Pullman Thursday 
night he was reckless enough to bring up the

| THE TWO TAMMANIES, 

As between the Tammany of New York and 
the Tammany of Chicago there is only the 
difference of age and opportunity. The Tam- 
many of New York is an organized institu- 
tion with a long record of boodle and loot. 
The Tammany of Chicago is yet in the forma- 
tive stage, but if it carries the election next 
Tuesday will start full fledged on the same 
career which’ has characterized its New 
York namesake. The com position of the two 
is the same, the object is the same—namely: 
public plunder and tax-eating. 

The burden of Tammany in New York has 
become so intolerable that for the first time in 
its political history there has been effected a 
complete combination of all honest and re- 
spectable citizeus without regard to past party 
affiliations. Confronting it is an equally com- 
plete combination of thieves and tax-eaters 
supporting the Tammany nominations, and 
this, too, without any regard to party names. 
Thé County Democracy, the Republicans, 
the German-Americans, the Municipal 
League, and the Prohibitionists are solidly 
united, but if there are any tax-eaters in 
either one of these organizations they will 
vote for Tammany. The press of the city is 


mainly on the side of decent government. 


The Herald (Dem.) maintains a neutral posi- 
tion, fearing to incur the wrath of Tammany. 
The Worid, since Mr. Pulitzer’s affliction ne- 
cessitated his retirement, has swung round to 


the support of Tammany. The Sun, the Star, 


and the News are the Tammany organs. On 


the other hand, the Tribune, the Times, the 


Pogt, the Mail and Express, and the Press are 
fighting the battle of good government; and 
the Staats-Zeitung reflects the views of the 
Germans, a majority of whom are arrayed 
against Tammany. Never before have the 
lines between the two forces of Lighi and 


Darkness been so clearly marked. Never be- 


tore has the issue, whether it is possible for a 
great city like New York to secure honest self- 
government, been made so emphatically. 
The combination which followed the revela- 
tions of Tweed’s rascality was not as distinct- 


ive and genuine as this, for many joined it 


then to avert suspicion from themselves,” 
knowing that the rascalities would go on just 
the same and that they could return to their 
allegiance after the storm had blown over. 


This time, bowever, the test has been made 
without any special exposure underlying it. 


It is an earnest, deliberate effort to secure 
honest government. If it fails Tuesday it will 
be because the corrupt and criminal elements 
are in the majority and are too strongly in- 
trenched to be beaten. 

The issue in Chicago is very much the same 
as in New York. The Democratic ticket is a 
Tammany ticket, The bulk of its candidates 
are of the same worthless, disreputable, dis- 
honest character as those in New York. Their 
purpose is the same. The Republican ticket, 
on the other hand, is made up from the better 
class of citizens who want fair and honest 
government. The same battle will therefore 
be fought in both cities, with the only differ- 
ence that in Chicago the party lines are more 
clearly drawn. The tax-caters are fighting 
under the Democratic banner this time. If 
they win Tuesday -they will fight under the 
Tammany banner the next time, for then 
they will, be intrenched strongly enough to 
make their next contest not as a political or- 
ganization, but as an organization of thieves, 
tecruited from the saloons and the slums, 
without any regard to National political 
issues, and having no other object than pub- 
lic plunder. An ounce of prevention is worth 
a pound of cure, The way to escape the fate 
of New York is to vote down the gang now 
and before it can get into power and fasten its 
clutches upon the public treasury, and it can 
be done if the good citizens of Chicago are 
alive to their duty. If they are not—if they 
suffer the Tammany gang here to get control 
of the county—they will have no right to com- 
plain whatever the thieves’ administration 
may do or may not do in the future.

OUR DEFICIENT CENSU@ 

The report that the census enumerators of 
the United States found barely 62,500,000 men, 
women, and children in the whole length and 
breadth of the land last June is a general dis- 
appointment. The count is so very far below 
the average of expectation that few can be 
found to believe it is not a wofully deficient 
one, especially when a comparison of that 
with the results of previous efforts makes it 
out that the growth of population during the 
decade was only 80 per cent of the augment in 
the ten years next preceding. 

The discrepancy is sought by the bureau to 
be accounted for on the theory that the census 
count of 1870 was far below the truth. This 
cannot be accepted as a sufficient explanation, 
though the count of twenty years ago was 
probably àn imperfect one in the Southern 
States. The gathering of names in that sec- 
tion was done in large part by illiterate men, 
negroes who had only then learned to read 
and write imperfectly, and a lot of “ carpet- 
baggers.” They did no$ understand or care 


for the responsibilities of the position 


or the importance of the work, and 
the consequence was they missed a 
great many more than enough to make 
amends for the padding in St. Louis to beat 
Chicago. The census of 1880 was taken by a 
far better class of enumerators, and the South 
then gained what it had lost credit for ten 
years previously, the result bemg that the 
nominal increase in its population much ex- 

ed the actyal. A comparison of the per- 

centages published on the first page of yester- 
day’s Tmnurs shows that the Virginias, Caro- 
linas, Alabama, Mississippi, and Louisiana are 


credited with an average gain of barely 4 per. 


cent during the war decade, 31 per cent be- 
tween 1870 and 1880, and 17 per cent for the 
last ten years. Several of these States did not 
suffer much from the war, except by losses of 
men in the army, and South Carolina, the 
augment of population in which State is said 
to have been but 0.3 per cent, had only one 
visitation from Sherman’s army, which killed’ 
nobody not in arms, though it destroyed con- 
siderable property. The increase of these 
States from 1880 to 1890 is very large as com- 
pared with that in the North, and even with 


those north of tthe Ohio and east of the Mis- 
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great 0 the area of those States having 
been settled within the last ten. years. 

A comparison of these facts warrants the 
conclusion that the census of this year was 


count was made with tolerable correctness in 
the less thickly settled parts of the country, 
where ‘‘everybody knows everybody else.” 
Hence the enumeration must have been de- 
ficient by 3to5 per cent in the cities, the 
magnitude of the error increasing with the 
density of population. After allowing for the 
tendency to duplication by the police in New 
York City, the counting in of people who sleep 


elsewhere, and those who became residents 


since the official work was (badly) done in 
June, it may still be admitted as probable 
that the count was 100,000 less than it should 
have been. For similar reasons it may be 
estimated that Chicago, Brooklyn, and Phila- 
delphia were 50,000 short each, and Boston, 
Baltimore, and San Francisco were credited 
with perhaps 80,000 less than they were en- 
titled to. The remaining part of the gross 


error was distributed among the smaller 


cities of the Union. 

The missing is easily accounted for. The 
cities are much larger than ten years ago, the 
buildings higher, those in the business areas 
containing more stories, and the poorer 
classes of foreigners are packed together even 
more closely now than then. The compensa- 
tion of two cents per name is nominally the 
same, but wages have increased much since 
1880, and it is no wonder if many of the less 
conscientious enumerators refrained from 
chasing after persons hard to find, doing ten 
cents’ worth of work for two cents’ worth of 
pay. They took the easy ones and skipped 
the rest. Among those not counted were the 
tenants of the upper stories in the high build- 
ings, who were too far out of the way to be 
visited at gll; those living lower down who 
were not dt home when called for the first 
time; a great number who could not be 
conversed with in the absence of 
an interpreter; and perhaps not a few 
who refused to answer and were left 
off the list with malice aforethought.” In 
New York whole blocks are said to have been 
omitted because som@gperson refused to an- 
swer the questions, and others because it was 
supposed they contained no residents. There 
and in other cities many houses were closed on 


account of their usual occupants having gone. 


away for the summer, and those of them who 
had taken a trip to Europe were missed alto- 
gether, while some of the rest may have been 
counted as forming a part of the population of 
other places. Those difficult of access or ab- 
sent were omitted because two cents were not 
deemed enough to pay for the climbing of ten 
stories in the city or a steep hill or crossing a 
swamp in the country, especially when it had 
to be done a second time if the collector 
hoped to gather in two or three addi- 
tional names. Many of those missed, 
perhaps most of them, would have been 
enumerated if Congress had made a judicious 
allowance of payment for extra time in the diffi- 
cult cases, with the privilege of extending the 
number of days occupied in the work. But it 
did not, and the consequence is a count 
so wofully below expectation that scoffers in 
the Old Warld may point their fingers at it as 
a proof of the hollow character of what they 
choose to call Yankee brag, and wise peo- 
ple at home must grieve at the sight of an 
elaborate superstructure of preparations for 
electrical counting without the foundation of 
a proper personal canvass. 


ENGLISH GRAMMAR AND THE FOUR HUN- 
Mr. Ward McAllister, the leader of the Four 
Hundred in New York society and the director 
of all their doings, recently has written a book 
in which he relates what he knows of society 
and lays down certain rigid laws as to ducks, 
terrapin, wines, clothes, and gewgaws, wit h- 
out an observance of which, involving large 
expense, no one can expect to gain admission 
within the charmed circle. Some critics, not 
having the fear of the Four Hundred before 
their eyes, have made serious objections to the 
grammatical character of Mr. Ward Mol- 
lister’s bock, and have charged him openly 
with violating rules so fundamental that they 
are known to every seventh-grade pupil in the 
schools. When reproached with this Mr. Ward 
McAllister replied: **A man of fashion is not 
supposed to be a grammarian, don’t you 
know. My language was like that of society.” 
As Mr. Ward @icAllister not only has been 
admitted within the inner circle but is the 
deus ex machina, the very oracle which it 
consults, it is fair to assume he knows whathe 
is talking about and that his statement is true 
and that English grammar is a matter of 
no concern to his society. This is @ most pain- 
ful concession. Ofcourse correct grammat- 
ical expression cannot be set up as a society 
standard. There will always de found those 
in the swim who experience great difficulty in 
regulating the cases of the noun and the tenses 
of the verb and to whom the phases of the per- 
sonal pronoun in its relations to the verb to 
be” will always be a sealed book. Persons 
may even set your teeth on edge with I have 
saw,“ and we have known such cases in the 
regulation swallow-tails and the proper even- 
ing gowns, and still hold their places among 
the Four Hundred by reason of their superior 
knowledge of ducks and terrapin and trousers. 
It would be a hardship to set up a grammati- 
cal standard of admission to society, but as all 
the rest of the world, moving on lower 
planes, with lots cast in less fortunate cir- 
cumstances, look up to the Four Hundred as 
the ideal possessors of human happiness and 
the exemplars of the correct things of life, it 
is shocking to be assured by Mr. Ward McAl- 
lister that correct grammar is a matter of no 
concern to them; in a word, that they con- 
sider it a very trivial and unimportant affair. 
In view of this damaging confession carp- 
ing critics will be likely to ask curious ques- 
tions of the Four Hundred. They will say to 
the gilded circle: “You do not build noble 
architecture. You do not paint great pictures 
or carve majestic statues. You do not write 
books, sing songs, or charm the world with 
musical compositions, You do not add any- 
thing .to the. world’s scientific, literary, 
religious, political, educational, or philo- 
sophical knowledge. You do not run 
steam engines, invent labor-saving ma- 
chines, project railroads, steamship lines, 
and canals. You do not provide the world 
with food or with clothes or with dwellings. 
You do nothing to heighten its pleasure or to 
relieve its misery. As, however, you affect to 
set the fashions for the rest of us to follow in 
our dress and in ‘our manners, in the food we 
eat and the fluids we drink, is it asking too 
much of you that you should employ your ele- 
gant leisure in mastering the mysteries of 
grammar, in cultivating the proper respect for 
particles of speech and the agreement of verbs 
and nouns, and in setting the fashion of correct 
grammar?’ Why should not the Four Hun- 
dred, who have nothing else of a serious nature 
to occupy their time, set themselves to the es- 
tablishment of Court American, and do for it 
what the aristocracy of and Berlin has 
done for French and an? The work 
might be accomplshed easily by sending 
Ward McAllister to a primary school until. he 
learned to speak and write correctly. This 
done, he could give lessons in the mother tongue 
to the Four Hundred and make their well 
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public.

they as consumers will be benefited greatly. 


His organ says ditto to him and clamors for 
cheap goods for consumers, utterly regardless 
of the consequences to the producer., And 
this is the workman. 

Palmer and his organ look only at one side 
of the case. They see consumers and them 
only. That reasoning which disregards the 
existence of producers must be fatally faulty. 
It deals with only half the problem of living. 

Supposing the shop windows are filled with 
signs of “reduced prices”? Supposing the 
advertising columns of the papers tell of “a 

great slaughter of goads” and great bar- 

— Of what good 1s all that to men who 
have no money? Is it likely that a producer 
whose power to oon e had been reduced a 
half by a cut in his wages would feel much 
elated by those reductions or think he was 
much better off than in the old days when 
goods cost moré but he got more? If a man’s 
wages sink as the price of goods sinks are 
goods cheaper to him than they were before? 
Has his power to consume been increased ? 
‘Any workingman will answer that question in 
the negative. 

The fundamental difference between the 
two parties is that the Democrats try to make 
goods cheap by free importation from 
Europe, but do not care whether a man is 
knocked out of work or has a cent in his purse 
to buy them with. The Republicans try to 
put a man in the way of having money in his 
purse, so that whether prices are high or low 
he can at least buy something that he or his 
family needs. They try to save him from the 
vexation of having to labor and toil at half 
wages or starve. Palmer keeps back all these 
important parte of the subject. 


Tuxnx died recently at Lucerne, in Switzer- 
land, a young American artist whose passing 
away has called out only a brief aunounce- 


| ment in the foreign dispatches, though he had 


manifested signs of surpassing genius. The 
young artist was William Shade, born in this 
city, and every lover of art in Chicago should 
be thankful to Mr. William O. Partridge, the 
Boston sculptor, who had associated with 
young Shade in Europe, for calling public at- 
tention to his work and rescuing his name 
from forgetfulness. The Germans recognized 
his genius and the German Empress was 
his devoted patron and visited him at the hos- 
pital in Rome during his illness. He was an 
invalid for many years, but worked on to the 
last and sent fine works to Berlin, where they 
had ready sale. Mr. Partridge says of him in 
a published sketch in the Boston papers: 

He was born in Chicago; the city will some day 


be proud of him. He showed marked talent for 
art as a school-boy, and was fortunate enough to 


be sent abroad and again fortunate in the thor- } 


ough training he received at the Dusseldorf 
school, where he took high rank. His art was es- 
sentially normal. He left Dusseldorf full of hope 
and vigor. At Munich his life must have been a 
happy one. He had enough stgength of character 
not to driftinto the sentimentalism of that too 
fervid school. How much he grew here I do not 
know, only that he grew. These were thé palmy 
days of art for him. The academy at Berlin 
bought one of his pictures at a good price; the 
Empress patronized him; the outlook was flooded 
witb sunshine and shot through with hope and all 
bright things. A shadow crossed the sunlight; a 
fatal disease fastened upon him. He was never to 
be freed from its taint. 


His failing health induced him to goto 


. Italy and he opened a studio in Rome, but his 


sales were few there, as wealthy Americans 
preferred the claptrap of the modern Italians, 
but the Germans remained his steadfast 
friends. Thus he worked on, suffering to the 
end. Mr. Partridge closes his tribute to him 
with these tender words: 

Save for one faithful sister on this side of the 
Atlantic, who never forgot him for one moment, 
and that sweet German Empress on the other, 
who thought enough of him and his work 
to visit him at the hospital in Rome, the life ef 
William Shade was a desolate one. He was loved 
by a half-dozen men. Brave, generous, tender- 
hearted, a man he was with genius God-given, to 
—— he or all that conscientious toil can 

ring. So the artists of the nineteenth century 
live and die. * 


Chicago has not been so rich in artistic 
genius that it can afford to neglect one of its 
representatives. Mr. Partridge’s words there- 
fore not alone will be grateful to the friends 
of the dead artist but will induce a feeling of 


public pride over his memory, though he did 


not live to enjoy the rewards of his genius.

ANOTHER INVISIBLE WALKING CAMERA. 


Neckties 


Furnished’ with a Complete 
Photographing Outfit. 

We have all heard of the photographic 
opera-glasses and hat; but here we have 
something more cunning. It is a necktie 
provided with a pin. The latter is an ob- 
jective, and the necktie is a camera. When 
any one approaches you and speaks to you 
at a distance of two or even three feet, you 
press a rubber bulb concealed in your pocket, 
and you have the portrait of your interlocutor. 
This ingenious little apparatus, with which 
also general views may be taken, was devised 
by Edmond Block, a Frenchman. 


Fig. 1 represents the photographic 
necktie, and Fig. 2 gives a front view of it 
as it is to be worn by the operator, the 
metallic camera, which is flat and very light, 
being hidden under the vest. Fig: 1 gives a 
back view, the cover of the camera being 
removed to show the interior mechanism, 
comprising six small frames which are ca 
able of passing in succession before the 
objective, and which permit of obtaining 
six negatives. The instrument may be con- 
stru with twelve or eighteen frames. 

The apparatus is operated as follows; 
The necktie having been adjusted the shutter 
is set by a pull upon the button A (Fig. 1, 
No, 2), which passes under the vest. In order 
to change the plate, it is necessary to turn 
from left to right the button B, which has 
been introduced into a button-hole of the 
vest, and which simulates a button of 
that garment. 

This button must be turned until the effect 
of a locking, which occurs at C (Fig 1 No. 1) 
is perceived, and which puts the plate exactly 
before the objective.

Every American has a hazy n | 
India there is an institution 
something like the social distinctions that 
exist in Europe and thiscountry. But how 
far from ‘truth they are! There is noth- 
ing in these Western countries; at all 
comparable to that institution, st once 
tho strength and weakness of; India. 
It is strength because for mote than 4,000 
years ithas preserved the religion and the 
manners of the country intact; it is weakness 
because it has made India an easy p to all 
foreign conquerors. And now after 
of centuries it is still so strong that it ean offer 
an unsurmountable barrier to the progress of 
the Christian religion—a religion, by the way, 
backed by the wealth and intelligence; of the 
civilized world. To find outthe reason why 
it has such a strong hold upon the people, and 
thus be able to strike at the root of evil, 
must be an interesting study, not only to the 
missionaries who go to India, but also to those 
who send them. 

The origin of caste is involved in obscurity. 
The Hindus, as if to emphasize the fact of its 
great antiquity, gave it an origin with the cre- 
ation. Thus, Manee, the great lawgiver of 
India, when he has described how. the Spirit 
of God, after creating with a thought the uni- 
verse, created Brahma, the first male, says: 
And that the human race might be multi- 
plied, he caused the Brahmin, Kshatrya, 
Vaisya, and Ludra to proceed from his mouth, 
his arm, his thigh, and his foot. 

Coming down from this exaggerate; idea of 
the origin of caste, among the more rational 
ones of the Europeans, there are two dese rv- 
ing of notice. The first is that caste was a 
purely professional distinction, and that the 
more intelligent classes, arrogating to them- 
selves more power, became proud and con- 
servative. The second is that the higher 
classes were the early conquerors and settlers 
in India, and that following the inevitable 
the conquer-

He is 
exempt from capital punishment even for the 
most heinous crimes, His offenses against 
other classes are treated with remarkable len- 
iency, while all offenses against him are pun- 
ished with tenfold severity.” ; 

Four States of a Brahmin’s Life. 

Do not run away with the impression that 
they derived any great temporal benefit by 
these laws, which were evidently enacted to 
keep the Brahmins free from the molestation 
of inferior classes and raise them above the 
daily wants of life. For, see what the same 
codes which give him these ae gy enjoin 
on him as to his course of life. The first 
quarter of a Brahmin’s life he must spend as 
a student, during which time he leads a life of 
abstinence and humiliation. During this 
time he studies the vedas con- 
stantly, refraining from world- 
ly thoughts. For the second, quarter 
of his life he lives with his wife apd family 
and discharges the duties of an ordinary 
Brahmin, which are reading and teaching the 
vedas. The third portion of a Brahmun’s life 
must be spent as an anchorite in the woods, 
Clad in bark or in the skin of an antelope, 
with his hair and nails uncut, — on the 
bare earth, he must live without fire, with- 
out a mansion, wholly silent, feeding on roots 
and fruit.“ In the last period of his life 
the Brahmin is nearly as solitary 
and abstracted as durmg the third 
but he is released from all intern 
forms and observances. It may safely 
added that these laws are no longer observed 
by the present Brahmins, and, though re- 
garded as the model for their conduct, they 
had already been encroached on by the temp- 
tations of e and riches. ; 

The Kshatrya, or mili class, enjoys 
many privileges inferior to the Brahmins and 
is treated with respect. * 

The rank Vaisya is not high. Mis duties 
are to keep herds of cattle, to carry on trade, 
lend at interest, and to cultivate the land. 

A sudra was merely à servant, not a slave, 
because he was allowed right of property. 

Such were the division and functions of the 
different classes in olden times; but many of 
them are eat an * although the classes 
are extremely strict in some respects, yet 
in others they are lax. The different classes 
do not intermarry or dine with each other. 
A Brahmin will not touch food prepared or 
even seen by one of an inferior class. The 
various intermediate castes which have sprung 
up form a class among themselyes. The 
Brahmins of the south of India do not marry 
with the Brahmins of the north. |

1,632. In 1888 the majorities were: Belmont, 
Noble, and Washin Republican by 837, 
428, and 475 respectively; Monroe Democratic 
by 2,265, which left a Democratic majority of 
525 in 1888 in the district.

Organ—Notes and Gossip. 

The principal musical event of the last week 
was the formal dedication of the great Aud- 
itorium organ by Mr. Clarence Eddy, assisted 
by Miss Christine Neilson, contralto, and Sig. 
Vittorio Carpi, baritone. Though the 
great instrument had been used at tne open- 
ing of the Auditorium last December as well 
as upon various occasions since that time, it is 
only within the last month that the last of the 
pipes was placed in position add the work of 
adjusting and tuning completed. The 
art of organ-building has made 
enormous strides within the last few years, 
and instruments which would have been 
looked upon as marvels of construction and 
magnitude twenty-five or fifty years ago 
would not even excite remark at the present 


day. 

The Auditorium organ is, however, not only 
a colossal instrument jud by the latest 
standards, but also one of the largest in the 
world, besides containing many remarkable 
features, some of which are u in it for the 
first time in the history of organ building. 
The organ a total of 7,193 pipes and 
bells, 109 speaking stops, and 67 mechanical 
registers of various kinds, making a -total of 
176, divided between the four manuals and

works. Mr. Pretyman’s Rembrandt has been 


owned by his family for more than a century, and 


its previous history places its authenticity beyond 
dispute, It shows a typical young Dutch beauty 
with broad oval face, large brown eyes, brown 
hair, and features not free from heaviness though 
saved from stolidity by an. expression of deep 
serenity. She wears a dark-brown dress with a 
white tucker at the neck, over which falls a 
double row of red beads.
